HOSPITAL RECEIVES 
$250,000.00 GIFT 


TOBLE JOHN D. McGILVRAY, 
chairman of the San Francisco Unit 
of the Shriners’ Hospitals, recently was 
informed that Judge Ð. BE. Robinson 
had ruled favorably upon a petition 
making a trust valued at $250,000 im- 
mediately available for the needs of 
the crippled children in that Unit. 


Terms of the will of the late George 
W. Hendry, ship chandler manufac- 
turer, empowered his son Charles J. 
Hendry to receive the income from this 
trust during his lifetime and upon his 
death decreed that the residue should 
go almost entirely to the Shriners’ 
Hospital. 


The son, Charles J. Hendry, petitioned 
the court to terminate this trust. The 
Superior Judge ruled aside all the legal 
technicalities and the Hospital received 
eash and liquid securities valued at 
$250,000 “to use as they see fit.” 


“The children need the money more 
than I and after all why should they 
have to wait until I die,” modestly com- 
mented the 47-year-old Mr. Hendry. 


So commendable is the spirit of this 
benefactor and so unusual is this 
extraordinary gift that further com- 
ment would be superfluous. Cured crip- 
pled children will be the everlasting 
response and result. 


OTHER LEGACIES ANNOUNCED

a check for $59,709.75 representing a 
portion of a bequest from the estate of 
Ella R. Webb of Denver.
